Earthquake faults in Cali¬ 
fornia come in many lengths, 
throe ages, and abound bv 
the thousands. 

And they’re all on a map 
newly issued by the Cali¬ 
fornia Division of Mines and 
Geology — that locates more 
than 2,000 faults in the state 
and shows why a California 
resident finds it almost im¬ 
possible to live somewhere 
away from an earthquake 
zone. 

Some examples from the 
map, the first of its kind in 
a decade: 

Residents of Caliente, a 
small town in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, live near the White 
Wolf Fault which has been 
active within the past 200 
tears, one of the three age 
groups and one termed “his¬ 
toric” by state geologists. In 
fact, this fault “moved” in 
1952 registering 7.7 on the 
Richter scale and causing 
extensive damage in the 
Bakersfield area. 

Residents of Paso Robles, 
in contrast, live above the 
Rinconada Fault — listed as 
being active within the last 
(wo million years, the sec¬ 
ond age classification. 

Residents of Redding live 
near two faults — Hoadiey 
and Spring Creek — both 
classified as having moved 
sometime since the earth 
was formed. 

The longest fault in Cali¬ 
fornia? The famous San 
Andreas, of course. With 
offshoots called Hayward, 
Palo Colorado-San Gregorio, 
and San Jacinto, to name a 
few, it extends from Hum¬ 
boldt County to the Salton 
Sea and beyond 

The significance of fault 
length is that a geologic 
ruleof-thumb says the long¬ 
er the fault the stronger 
the possible earthquake. 

The shortest on the map? 
Hundreds and hund reds, 
each about a mile long, clus¬ 


tered along the state’s east¬ 
ern boundary, in the Napa- 
Sonoma wine country, in the 
deserts of San Bernardino 
County, along the central 
coast from Monterey south, 
near Santa Monica, and 
along the Sierra foothills in 
California's Mother Lode. 

Copies of the map, which 
measures about five - feet 
square, may be obtained at 
division offices in Sacramen¬ 
to. San Francisco, and Les 
Angeles. The map is avail¬ 
able either rolled, suitable 
for mounting as a wallmap, 
or folded. 

Over-the-counter price is 
S5. Mailed prices are $6.50 
rolled in a tube or $5 folded. 
Sales tax is extra.

Tax Claim Forms 
Now In the Mail 


More than 415,000 Senior 
Citizens Property Tax As¬ 
sistance claim forms have 
been mailed to California 
homeowners, accordi n g to 
Donald Whitney, director of 
the program for the Fran¬ 
chise Tax Board. 

Claims may be filed be¬ 
tween May 16 and August 31 
for partial reimursement of 
property taxes paid. 

To be eligible, Whitney 
said, the claimant must be 
62 or older as of January 1, 
1976, own and occupy his 
home and have total house¬ 
hold income under $10,000. 

Reimbursement can range 
from four per cent to 96 per 
cent of the property tax, de¬ 
pending upon the amount of 
household income. 

Senior citizens who have 
not received their form and 
instructions or woijld like 
additional information con¬ 
cerning the program are 
urged to contact their local 
Franchise Tax Board district 
office or write to Senior 
Citizens Property Tax As¬ 
sistance, P.O. Box 1588, Sac¬ 
ramento, California 95807.

What you can expect in 
an IRS Tax Audit. 

How would you like to 
take an examinat ion in 
which you had a good idea 
in advance what the ques¬ 
tions would be and you had 
most, if not all, of the an¬ 
swers? And it all was above 
board? 

Strange as it may sound, 
that’s pretty much how the 
IRS conducts its examina¬ 
tion, or audit, of tax returns. 
If your return is selected for 
audit, the IRS letter to you 
will list the areas of your 
tax return which are being 
questioned (also known as 
issues) and will indicate the 
types of records, receipts, or 
other information required 
to enable you to answer the 
auditor’s questions. 

The IRS also will give you 
enough time to gather the 
needed information, or grant 
you additional time to col¬ 
lect less accessible informa¬ 
tion, if necessary. Conse¬ 
quently, whether your audit 
is being handled by corres¬ 
pondence or face-to-f a c ? 
with an examiner in an IRS 
office, if you have all sup¬ 
porting documentation, you 
should have no problem 
answering the IRS questions. 

If yours is a correspon¬ 
dence audit, you merely send 
the IRS the information re¬ 
quested in the letter. Short¬ 
ly after an IRS employee 
has reviewed this material, 
you will receive notice of 
any change the IRS proposes 
in our tax and an explana¬ 
tion of the IRS position. You 
also will be reminded of your 
right to appeal any finding 
with which you disagree, al¬ 
though your appeal rights 
were outlined in the letter 
which first informed you of 
the audit. 

When you appear for an 
office audit, the first person 
you’ll officially meet is a re¬ 
ceptionist, who will ask for 
your name and other infor¬ 
mation that will tell her 
whom you are to meet.

Once you’re seated with 
the auditor, the question? 
will come naturally. The 
auditor will try to be as 
pleasant and brief as pos¬ 
sible, concentrating on the 
issues listed in the letter 
sent to you. 

He or she will review the 
records, receipts and other 
materials you brought to 
substantiate items on your 
return. Sometimes, however, 
questions arise that can be 
answered only by material 
not previously requested. It 
additional information is re¬ 
quired, you’ll be told exact¬ 
ly what is needed and, gen¬ 
erally, if the examinaiton 
can be completed by corres¬ 
pondence, it will be handled 
in that manner. Otherwise, 
you will be asked to return 
for another interview with 
the documents. 

At the same time, if you 
have questions about record¬ 
keeping or other matters re¬ 
lating to your taxpaying re¬ 
sponsibilities, the auditor 
will be glad to answer them. 
The auditor’s answers at the 
interview may help you with 
a future audit. 

Depending on the circum¬ 
stances, at the close of the 
interview the auditor usually 
will tell you of proposed 
changes, if any, to your tax. 
Not all audits result in your 
owing the gove r n m e n t 
money. In some cases, the 
return is accepted- as filed 
and in others, the govern¬ 
ment may end up owing you 
a refund. 

The examiner will also re¬ 
view your appeal rights if 
you disagree with his or her 
recommendations. However, 
because audits frequently in¬ 
volve more detailed analy¬ 
sis of substantiating docu¬ 
ments than there is time to 
perform during an inter¬ 
view, the examiner may ask 
you to leave the papers you 
brought with you. He or she 
will premise to return the 
documents once the audit 
has been completed.

The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis

An open letter to the Honorable Peter Schabarum, 
Board of Supervisors, County of Los Angeles, California. 

Dear Mr. Schabarum: 

In reference to our telephone conversation of April 
28, 1976 in which we discussed the coming fiscal budget, 

I again suggested the Board of Supervisors make a flat 
ten per cent cut in the budget. 1 suggested this because 
as in the past ten years, this year’s budget is so volum¬ 
inous and complicated, an item by item examination and 
reduction, would be a massive job the Board of Super¬ 
visors could not possibly accomplish. 

Since 1965 the number of County employees have 
increased from 46,000 to over 80,000, while the County 
population has increased but two per cent. Salaries of 
county employees have gone up much, faster and higher 
than private employees in the same categories of work. 

The increases in private employment in the Cocnty 
since 1965 has been less than 25 per cent, much fewer 
than the increases in County employment. 

The rapid proliferation of public employees and pub¬ 
lic employees’ salaries, fringe benefits and pensions, 
compared to the income of private employee earnings and 
benefits, is a serious menace to the financial stability 
of the county, and unless this condition is corrected, will 
lead to hardships beyond the ability of the taxpayers 
to survive. 

You stated to me that an across the board ten per 
cent cut was a "meat axe” approach to the budget problem 
and you could not approve of this kind of a solution. I 
have respect for your views and consider you to be one 
of the better public officials, however, as the projected 
budget will require a substantial property tax raise, I 
respectfully suggest to you that the coming county 
propety tax raise for next year is a king sized “meat 
axe" attack on every taxpayer in the county, and a 
body blow to county fiscal sanity. 

The most .dangerous “meat axe” approach is one 
in which government takes its citizens into insolvency. 

I would think Los Angeles County could reduce its num¬ 
ber of employees ten per cent without impairing any 
essential service at all. 

Talking about "meat axes,” Assessor Philip Watson, 
recently said over KABO radio that property taxes will 
double in the next three or four years. If that happens, the 
axe may remain but there will be very little meat left 
to cut. 

I have a hard time concluding that reducing the 
number of county employees from 80,000 to 70.000 would 
cause a catastrophe in any essential public service, private 
companies are forced to do this from time to time to 
avoid bankruptcy. 


New Cities? 

Two innovative, ecological cities of the future are 
being planned and built by their future residents from 
their homes in Los Angeles and other West Coast cities. 
At 2p.m. this Sunday, May 16, at Lincoln Park in Santa 
Monica (corner Wilshire and Lincoln Blvds.), members of 
the non-profit community groups will show slides and 
answer questions about; 

Experimental City — a planned community university 
of 50,000 people committed to testing theories of a more 
human social and physicial environment on a 50,000- 
acre site in Southern California. 

Corro Gordo — 100 families who have already started 
building a new town for 2500 people on 1200 acres near 
Eugene, Oregon. Automobiles will be replaced by trolley 
and bicycle . . . wastes will bo recycled and power pro¬ 
vided by sun, wind, water and biofuels ... a variety of 
businesses will provide jobs ... a child-centered school 
is operating now ... a new way of life integrating vil¬ 
lage, forest and farm is evolving. 

Everyone is invited to the meeting, admission is free. 


Spending Control Urged 

The National Taxpayers Conference, meeting in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., April 5 through the 7. urged greater discipline 
by Congress to bring federal spending and debt growth 
under control. 

While lamenting the decline in faith in governmental 
institutions, the official policy statement adopted by the 
delegates to the Conference urged full implementation of 
the new congressional budget process under which federal 
revenue, spending and deficit totals will be set by Con¬ 
gress with accompanying accountability. 

The resolution also called for enactment of the 
proposed Government Economy and Spending Reform Ac t 
of 1976 to require periodic "zero base” review by the 
president and Congress of all federal spending proginms 
with curtailment and elimination of ineffective or dupli¬ 
cative programs. 

These steps should provide greater spending restraint. 

Tire group also urged submission to the states of a 
Constitutional Amendment to require federal outlays and 
revenues be matched except during periods of economic 
or national security emergency. 

The resolution stated: "The primary objective of fiscal 
policy should be the achievement of sound and substain- 
able economic growth, without ruinous inflation. Control 
of federal spending is essential to that objective.
